Introduction 

1. I am a Peace Officer employed by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) 
currently attached to the International Anti-Corruption Unit of the Commercial Crime 
Section at Calgary, Alberta. As such I have personal knowledge of the matters 
hereafter deposed except where otherwise stated. Unless otherwise specifically 
stated, I believe the information set out in this Information to Obtain a Production 
Order is true whether stated to be based on information or my own personal 
knowledge. 

2. I have been employed with the RCMP since June 1998. My current duties are to 

investigate offences under the Corruption of Foreign Public Officials Act and offences 

under the Criminal Code. I have attended training workshops and conferences which

10. There have been no previous applications for a Section 487.012 Criminal Code 
Production Order during this investigation relating to the documents or data sought. 

Summary of the Investigation 

11. The investigation into ■■^■■i began after Canada's Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT) alerted the RCMP to news stories 
concerning a possible violation of the Corruption of Foreign Public Officials Act by 
■IHiiHLVH* according to a report prepared on June 21, 2005, by RCMP 
Superintendant Stephen FOSTER. Subsequently, a team of investigators from the 
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Calgary Commercial Crime Section of the RCMP were assigned to investigate the 
allegations contained in the reports.

If FINTRAC has reason to suspect that money laundering or terrorist 
financing has occurred, they can provide law enforcement with a Disclosure of the 
relevant information and their analysis. A Disclosure can contain any suspicious 
transaction reports or large cash transaction reports filed by Canadian financial 
institutions, information on international electronic fund transfers, bank account 
numbers, and the names, address, and phone numbers of account holders.

On July 28, 2009, Cpl. SCHOEPP and I met^^^^H in Montreal, Quebec. 
The purpose of that meeting had been to try and recrui^^^Hm as an 
informant. The recruitment was unsuccessful, as the only informationHHi^i^H 

could provide was information he acquired as a material witness. During that meeting, 
provided Cpl. SCHOEPP an English copy of a court filing made in 
I in which HHHi^H alleged that he had been tortured to produce 
the information found in his "Form 164" confession. In his conversation with us, and 
in the court document, he did not describe how he was abnormally mistreated (he 
particularly objected to being handcuffed) but simply stated he was subjected to 
"mental & physical torture".

1 16. Based on the investigation described In this Information to Obtain a Production Order, 
I reasonably believe thatHIIIHHHH' on or between August 1, 2004 and 
October 1 , 2006, being an official of the Government of Canada, did commit a breach 
of trust In connection with the duties of| office, by using| position as sHHto 
,obb yHHH' officials on behalf of a private company, HHHHHB 
contrary to the public interest, contrary to Section 122 of the Criminal Code. Based 
on my review of the evidence gathered in the investigation to date, I believeHH 
■■ improperly usedj position as a^^HHH to represent the interests 
of a private corporation, contrary to the bona fide interests of the Canadian public.
